Loudon, July 8. — (-1 a.m.) — There is 
nothing in the few despatches received to- 
night to add to the ray of hope regarding 
the fate of the legation at Pekin shed 
by yesterday's (Saturday) despatches, in- 
dicating that the legations were still 
standing on July :i, and that recent at- 
tack*; by the Boxers had been slight. 
News from other points war; distinctly 
disquieting. 'A report from Chee Foo, 
dated July 7, says thut a Catholic bishop, 
two priests and two nuns have .been mur- 
dered. 

A report from Moukden, dated July D, 
says that a Danish mission at Pinyuy 
had been surrounded by Boxers. Ac- 
cording to the report it would be impos- 
sible to hold out for two days. A party 
of Cossacks at Moukden and the Brit- 
ish consul had started for the relief of 
those besieged at the Danish mission. 

The situation at Tien Tsin on July 3 is 
said to have been serious. Japanese and 
Itussiuu forces are reported to have been 
hurrying there front Taku, but, accord- 
ing to some accounts, mutual distrust ex- 
ists between the (dlios. A report from 
Shanghai, dated July li, says British 
warships are vigilantly watching for the 
purpose of preventing any attempt of the 
Chinese to cross the Yang Tse Kiaug. 

London, July 7. — tS:lo p. m.)— The 
foreign office has issued the text of a 
gram from Acting Consul-General 
Warren at Shanghai, confirming from a 
thoroughly trustworthy source the news 
eived by courier from Pekin on July 
by way of Shanghai, to the London 
olllce of the inspectorate of Chinese 
maritime customs, saying that the lega- 
tions were, the day the courier left, hold- 
gainst the troops and Boxers, 
ind thut the troops had lost 2,0UU men 
and the Boxers many leaders.

Japan, in common with (lie other 
powers, may send as many troops as she 
wishes, and her contingent is likely to 
exceed those of the other countries, with 
the exception of Russia. 

Rome, July 7. — Replying to several de- 
puties in the house to-day, Signor Snrac-

His Majesty's Chinese reward de- 
patch is commented on by the press 
wnpathotieally. The Tageblatt says: 
Tills manifestation of the solidarity of 
the interests of all the civilized nations 
shows the broadness of the Emperors 
views and sentiments." 

Emperor William will on Monday ac- 
company the German ironclad division 
bound i'or China, into the North sea. 

His Majesty in his usual impulsive way 
not only gave utterance to many un- 
diplomatic thoughts and opinions on re- 
ceipt of the news of the assassination of 
Baron von Kettelcr, the late German 
minister at Pekin, but could with diffi- 
culty lie restrained from following the 
dictates of his heart and forthwith order- 
ing a regular army corps to he mobilized 
ami sent to China. The more sober 
views of the minister of foreign affairs, 
Count von Buolow, prevailed only after 
several lengthy conferences. 

The semi-official Post has an inspired 
article, in which the reasons why Ger- 
many eani.ot counsel Russia to accept 
Japanese intervention are set forth in 
detail. The writer says: " The French 
principle of German policy is to do 
nothing that could be interpreted as an 
net of partisanship against Russia. All 
attempts by England to induce Germany 
to abandon her neutral position nnent 
the diplomatic negotiations now in pro- 
gress will fail. That England is desir- 
ous of Japanese intervention is compre- 
hensible in view of England's weak mili- 
tary position and her rivalry with Kus- 
«ia. For Germany matters are different. 
Ti»c abandonment of our traditional 
friendship with Russia -would be too in- 
adequately rewarded by England's 
plntonic approval." • 

Paw. July 7.— The latest despatches 
from China to the French government 
say that all hope of saving the lives of 
foreigners in Pekin has been, practically 
abandoned. A French official said to a 
representative of the Associated Pri 
that it was now calculated to bo impof 
hie that the European relief expedition 
could reach Pekin until August, by which 
time, it is feared, the worst will have 
happened, if it has not already taken 
place. Further French reinforcements, 
are being organized at tlie naval ports. 
The feeling of French statesmen is not 
very favorable to the idea of giving 
Japan a mandate to quell the anarchy ex- 
isting in North China. There is not 
sufficient confidence in the stability of 
Japan's .civilization to entrust her with 
this mission, and it is pointed out that

Yacht Capsizes Near Cleveland With

London, July 7.— The events and ru- 
mors of the week have completely chang- 
ed the public attitude towards China. 
It is no longer a question of the sphere 
of influence and maintenance of British 
power in the Far East, but it is a mat- 
ter of saving human lives, if possible, 
and if that is battled, an overwhelming 
desire for 11 speedy and terrible revenge. 
Emperor William's stern invocation of 
vengeance has met a heartfelt echo in. 
Great Britain, and' there are indications 
that the foreign office is awakening to 
the strength of this feeling and is taking 
sedh steps that international harmony 
suull not in future interfere with inde- 
pendent action when great emergencies 
arise. The naval stations have become 
centres of activity and ships and troops 
are hurrying Eastward. Parliament will 
be asked for an additional million pounds 
for the navy and ■ the inefficient vessels 
will be finally ordered to be struck off 
the efficient list. 

The attitude of the United States to- 
wards China is generally believed to be 
entirely controlled by the political con- 
siderations of the anti-election period. 

It is hoped that Japan's star will arise 
in the East aud save the situation, and 
the popular demand is that, whether or 
not Russia agrees, Great Britain speed- 
ily makes herself strong enough to unite 
with Japan, if the exigencies of the sit- 
uation demand such action. The nation 
is tired of '.'harmonious accord," thut is 
barren of results. 

It is useless to speculate upon how far 
Lord Salisbury will be able to meet this 
popular demand by means of the nego- 
tiations at present progressing, though 
the hypothesis regarding their outcome 
fill countless columns in the British pa- 
pers. 

While the news from China continues 
to completely overshadow events in 
South Africa, these have by no means 
ceased to be worthy of record. When it 
is understood that the last month's cas- 
ualties, from June 5 to July 5, amounted] 
to over 3,000 .men, including 1,200 
deaths, it will be realized that the hit- 
ler chapters of the war, though com- 
paratively unheralded, have been ter- 
ribly grim. 

"When is it going to end?" is the ques- 
tion heard on all sides. The measure of 
organized Boer resistance is evidently 
no criterion of what the cost will be to 
Great Britain in precious lives. Unless 
Lord Roberts is planning some move of 
which news is carefully kept secret, it 
seems likely that there are still many 
weary weeks of guerilla lighting ahead 
of the British forces. 

The political feature of the week is 
about the defeat of the government in tho 
House of Lords by its own supporters, 
over the proposition to appoint a commit- 
tee to enquire into the losses sustained, 
by the Irisb landlords. This, however, 
was merely a repetition of what hap- 
pened last session, and cannot be taken 
;iuy sign of disaffection among the 
Conservative peers upon topics outside of 
their Irish land question. 

The Liberals voted with the govern- 
ment, but Erin's representatives over- 
whelmed them. 

Tho Duke of Aberdeen, a brother of 
Lord George Hamilton, the secretary of 
fate for India, and brother-in-law of the 
Marquis of Lansdowne, secretary of 
state for war, and a Tory of the deepest 
dye, speaking during this debate, voiced 
what is frequently heard outside the 
House of Lords, by frankly saying he 
wished the government had more pluck. 
In the House of Commons this lack of 
pluck is really noticeable. This week 
Mr. A. J. Balfour, the government lead- 
with little grace turned a complete 
somersault under the pressure of those 
who wanted to increase the number or 
committees appointed to investigate Mr. 
Burdett-Cutts' charges of maladmin- 
istration of the hospital service in South 
Africa. 

One of the most noticeable features of 
the debates under this head was the 
transformation of Mr. Balfour. He has 
been noted for his imperturubllity and 
good humor, but he has become irritable 
nd graceless, in addition to losing tho 
•rip )><> formerly held on the house. 
The social season, thanks to the rumor- 
d approaching visit of the Czar, will he 
lengthened out to the end of this mouth. 
The Queen's garden party at Bucking- 
ham Palace will be the largest ever held. 
It will be regarded as a strictly state oc- 
casion. Otherwise it would most likely 
be put oh' on account of the bad news 
from China.

London, July 7.— The war office to-day 
issued thr following irom Lord Koberts: 

"Pretoria, July 7.— Gen. Bullet- arrived 
this morning, looking well anil is appar- 
ently none the worse for the. hard work 
gone through, the past eight mouths." 

'Another despatch, received from Lord 
'Huberts follows: 

"Pretoria, July 7.— The general com- 
manding Ladysinith telegraphs that S00 
[British prisoners belonging to the Yeo- 
manry and Derbyshire^ have been put 
over the Natal border irom Secretary 
Reiu'a advance party and have reached 
Acton Holmes en route to 'Lndysmith. 
K officers accompany the men." 

Lord Roberts also transmits the fol- 
lowing: 

"V'lakfontein, July 7.— A convoy pass- 
ed Greylingstad to-day. Before reaching 
a defile in the hills the Boers shelled the 
advancing columns. 

"Col. Thornoyoroft occupied the bills 
to the right of the narrow pass, keeping 
the Boers back on a ridge to the left, 
.While the infantry deployed iu plain 
sight and the artillery occupied a posi- 
tion under the ridge. The Boers worked 
the guns rapidly, but the howitzer^ re- 
plied with effect and drove back the 
Boers over the ridge. 

"The convoy passed safely, aud when 
the force began to retire Boers advanced 
With a gun on the ridge. The British 
field battery replied, the first shell forc- 
ing the gun to retire." 



ROBERTS PRAISES CANADIANS. 

Tells of the Gallant Conduct o£ the 
Mounted Miles. 

Ottawa, July 7.— The following cable 
was received to-day by the Governor- 
General from Lord Roberts: 

"Pretoria, July 7.— I have much pleas- 
ure in bringing to your attention the 
good work done by the 1st and 2nd Bat- 
talions, Canadian Mounted Rifles, who 
have repeatedly been conspicuous for 
their gallant conduct and soldierlike in- 
stincts. 

"During the attack by the Boers ou 
Kat Bosch, on I22iiu June, a small party 
of Pinchor Creek men of the 2nd Bat- 
talion displayed the greatest gallantry 
anil devotion to duty, holding in check 'a 
force of Boors by whom they were 
largely outnumbered. Corp. Morden and 
Pte. Kerr continued fighting till mortally 
wounded, Lauce-Corp. Miles and Pte. 
Miles, wounded, continued to fire and 
held their ground. 

"On the 18th June a party of the 1st 
Battalion, under Lieut. Young, when 
operating with a force under Ilutton to 
the northwest of Pretoria, succeeded in 
capturing two of the enemy's guns and 
brought in a herd of cattle and several 
prisoners without losing a man. (Signed) 
Roberts." 

The despatch was read in the house by 
Dr. Borden, and was received with great 
applause.

SENATOR COX'S DENIAL. 

Refutes a Statement Made by Dr. Mc- 
Innes in Published Correspondence. 

A special to the Times from Ottawa yes- 
terday, said: "In the senate to-day Senator 
Cox gave an emphatic denial to the stafe- 
ment attributed by a press despatch to 
Mr.McInncs that .TufTray and Cox had urged 
the Lieutenant-Governor not to call upon 
Mr. Martin.

Shanghai Continues to Send Out 
Stories of Horrible 
Massacres. 



London, July 7.— Jardine Matheson & 
Co., of Shanghai, have telegraphed their 
Loudon house as follows: 

"Shanghai, July 7.— Tho British lega- 
tion was standing on July 2. There are 
reassuring reports regarding the lives of 
the Europeans." 

A cable despatch, dated Thursday, 
July 5 |5 p.m.), received to-day from 
Shanghai at the Loudon office of the 
Chinese customs, says: 

"Courier left Pekin July 3, when two 
legations were holding out against the 
troops and Boxers. Troops ii,ad lost 
..,1100 men aud the Boxers many leau- 
ers." 

Washington, July 7.— A cablegram was 
received at the suite department from 
Consul Gooduow, at Shanghai, dated 
Shanghai, July 7, saying that the lega- 
tions were standing on the third hist., 
and that tho recent attack of the Boxers 
had been slight. They seemed disposed 
to adopt starvation methods. 

According to the Japan legation here, 
which has late advices from Tokio, 22,- 
000 Japanese soldiers are now on Chi- 
nese soil. Thus tho Japanese govern- 
ment has accomplished more than was 
expected, and the officials here see no 
reason why the advance on Pekin should 
not begin at once. The international 
forces at Taku and Tien Tsin will co- 
operate to the utmost with the Japanese 
army corps in the move on Pekin. 

Loudon, July 7. — '"The massacre of the 
foreign ministers, the women, the child- 
ren, and the European guards at Pekin, 
after eighteen days of hopeless resist- 
ance, is confirmed," says a despatch from 
Shanghai, dated July 0, and received iu 
London to-day. "When the ammunition 
and food were exhausted," continues the 
despatch, "tho Chinese fiends closed iu 
upon the legations and butchered ail 
those who remained alive. Afterwards 
they set the legation buildings on lire 
aim tho remains of the victims were 
consumed in one horrible holocaust." 

The despatch does not state the source 
from which tho news of this confirma- 
tion was received. 

ft is thought that this is indicated by 
another Shanghai despatch, however, 
which states that tho Taoti, or otllcor in 
charge of several departments at Shang- 
hai vicinity, lUM^idmits that no lega- 
tions exist at Pekin. They are said to 
have been exterminated, and it is admit- 
ted that no foreigners have \mpu left 
alive. 

Reports of the atrocities committed by 
Prince '1 nan upon the Chinese are ap- 
palling, lie had four thousand leading 
Chinese butchered, it is said, for merely 
daring to petition him to control the or- 
gio of blood aud rostrum his followers. 

Tho despatch concludes .with the an- 
nouncement that ox-Viceroy Chi Li 
Wang Wen Chao has been killed by the 
Boxers. 

Keports from natives who left Pekin 
on June 2-1 continue to bo received, but 
they are to a large extent merely vari- 
ations of tho storiets already published. 

A despatch from Taku says the last 
message from. Mr. Edward II. Conger, 
the United States minister at Pekin, 
brought I here by runner, reads as fol- 
lows: "We are besieged. Tho provi- 
sions are becoming exhausted and the 
situation is desperate. The relief force 
should advance and give us notice by 
signal." 

The rumor also confirmed the report 
of the burning of the native city of 
Pekin. 

In London it is hardly doubted that 
the worst lias happened though the 
friends of those who were besieged at 
Pelcin cling, to the last slender hope that 
Sir Robert Hart, the inspector general of 
customs, who was thoroughly trusted by 
tho Chinese, may have managed, by the 
promise of bribes, to induce the Boxer 
leaders to protect the women and chil- 
dren from the violence of the mob. 

The Japanese minister lias received a 
cable despatch from Tokio this morning 
giving his government's reply to Great 
Britain's question as to whether, with 
the consent of other powers, Japan was 
willing to send large reinforcements to 
Cbiua. Japan replied that sho was pre- 
pared to carry out the suggestion and 
that one division would be despatched 
immediately. 

Toronto, July 7. — The Globe's London 
cable says some of the Canadians in- 
valided home to England express a 
strong desire to serve in China. 

Melbourne, July 7. — The imperial gov-, 
crument has accepted Victoria's offer of" 
a naval contingent for service 'in China. 

Shanghai, July 7.— Prince Tuau has or- 
dered Gen. Yuan Shikai to march on 
Nankin with 18,000 German drilled 
troops. It is doubtful if he will obey, 
but in any case Viceroy Lu is believed to 
bo able to hold Nankin safe, lie has 
15, warships on the Yang' Tse Kiang and 
Great Britain is ready to assist this op- 
ponent of the rebel government. 

The department of the anti-foreign 
Taotai Shea for Nankin is causing 
anxiety. 

HAPPY WORKMEN. 

Shipbuilding Mechanics Arc Enjoying 
Prosperous Days in Britain. 

London, July 7. — Remarkable accounts 
have been published of the prosperity of 
the British shipbuilding yards, especially 
iu the Sunderland districts. There, it 
appears, the riveters and mechanics 
make as much as £25 per week. "With 
such extraordinary wages has come re- 
markable extravagance. Laborers' wives 
can be seen in fine silks and satins, while 
to homos where a little time ngo a pot of 
beer was a luxury are now brought hot- 
house fruits and costly flowers. 



LOST OVERBOARD. 

Dr. Freeman, of Allan Line Steamer, 
Disappears at Sen. 

Halifax, July 7.— The steamer Gurthn- 
gonian, from Liverpool, arrived here at 
midnight. Dr. Freeman, the ship's doc- 
tor, could not be found; evidently he 
either fell or jumped ove. board. Dr. 
Freeman joined tho ship at Glasgow on 
her last trip, and nothing is known of his 
history.

And the Excitement It Caused 
In and About the 
Harbor. 



Queen City From West Coast 
Brinys News of the 
SeaLrs. 



Ou the steamer It. P. liithel, which 
rived yesterday afternoon from th 
Fraser river, there were twenty steers 
for the U. C. Cattle Co., und those twenty 
Steers made things interesting for the 
cattle men and sundry others. Moo Kow, 
king of wild kine from the upper ranches, 
Started the trouble. , lie was a leader 
und others followed, 

When the beet" landed from the steamer 
on Urncku'an ec lver<s wharf, this wild 
steer ran uown the cargo slip into the 
sen, ami no less than sixteen others took 
to the water in his lead. 

Then there was excitement on th 
whi«... 

'i-.ey didn't drowa. The sixteen swam 
well, the lirst to jump leading across 
that tittle island near the mouth of the 
harbor, where the big square frame 
piled up, and there the majority effected 
a landiug. They stood about on the roek 
nud watched tho coining of a small boat 
iruin the wharf. The cattlemen had put 
off to herd them in the water. The boat 
war; too slow, though, to do the busiiie;; 
and all that could be done was to shoo 
the wayward cattle from Uie roek. Then 
they 'split up, and struck out across to- 
wards ltussells Station, in Victoria 
"West. Five others quit following them 
and went back. Four of these were land- 
ed, and one, more wild thau his fellows, 
lauded near the wharf aud took to the 
timber in James Bay. He paid for his 
wanderings with his life when he was 
found in the buish near the McDonald 
estate. 

A rifle was borrowed from one of the 
residents, and, headed by the manager, 
tho cattlemen started to stalk tho va- 
grant steer. Ho was shot eventually, and 
the other steers were rounded up. 

THE MASTER DIED. 

Captain Atwood Fought Death For Days 
I and Died When He Reached 
Port. 

Although the barkentlne Encore, which 
was spoken by the bark Brussels, some six 
hundred miles from her destination, uuder 
sad circumstances us told lu these columns, 
reached San Francisco with Capt. C. H. 
Atwood, her master, still lu the laud of the 
living, he did not long survive. Capt. 
Atwood fought death for twenty-live duya 
to bring his ship safe Into port, then clear- 
ed for the sailors' last port. He left the 
nitrate port of Junin apparently In perfect 
health, and everything went well until the 
first of June. It was raining heavily when 
the vessel crossed the equator. Capt. At- 
wood ordered a tub to he set out on deck, 
so that enough rain water might be caught 
to afford him a fresh bath, lie toolc his 
bath on deck on June 1, and next morn- 
ing he was eouilued to his bed with a rng'ng 
fever. He had been seized with a chill 
during the night, and, although he doc- 
tored himself the Lest he knew how, he 
;rew no better. For six days he remained 
in command, insisted upon golug on deck, 
and then he gave up the fight. 

"I'm a goner," he said to Mate John Ito- 
land; "you and Mr. Newman will have to 
take the ship." 

The mate laughed at his fears and assur- 
ed him that all he needed was rest, hut 
the captain persisted lu the belief that he 
was a marked man. He had a dread of be- 
ing burled at sea and made Roland promise 
that his body would be carried to port in 
tt'e event of his death. He even Instruct- 
ed 1dm as to how his body should be Incas- 
ed In tarred ennvas and had the can- ' • got 
ready. The mate says that at times he was 
out of his mind, hut he always had his 
weather eye open for the welfare of thS 
vessel. It was he who ordered her anchor- 
ed off Montara reef, fearing that she was 
going ashore. Skilled physicians were call- 
ed to the captain's aid when the vessel's 
anchor was down in the harbor, but their 
skill could not save him, aud he died early 
last Wednesday morning. 

Captain Atwood was very headstrong and 
self-willed," said Mnte Roland, "and he 
Insisted upon having his own way. Ws 
tried to dlssunde him from using such 
strong mustard pjastcrs, but he told us that 
he knew what he was doing, and all the 
while he suffered Intensely. He knew that 
he could not live, and insisted upon seeing 
the tarred canvas we haeTprepared to wrap 
his body In. For ray own part, If he had 
died on board, I Intended to wrap the body

NATIONAL |DEBT 



Some Historic Facts About How 
It Originated Lena 



From Ledger Monthly. 

Most people are aware of the magni- 
tude of the national debt of Great Brit- 
ain, yet few are acquainted with the 
story of its origin, or know that the first 
item it is charged with is an amount for 
which was compounded a royal robbery 
committed by a profligate English king. 

In the reign of Charles the First, the 
Royal Mint, then situated in the Tower 
of London, was used as a place of secur- 
ity tor the deposit of the surplus cash of 
the bankers and merchants of the British 
metropolis, when that monarch, .on be- 
ing refused a loan by the city of Lon- 
don, seized the money thus lodged for 
safety. U was in amount one million 
dollars — a large sum in those days— and 
the owners, many of whom were ruined 
by tho event, were compelled, by royal 
authority, to consider it as a loan. The 
sum was, however, repaid after a few 
mouths. 

But, notwithstanding this repayment, 
the nefarious act led the moneyed classes 
to seek a safer place of deposit for sn.'h 
portion of their floating capital as was 
not required in their ordinary transac- 
tions; and after the Restoration the Ex- 
chequer was chosen for such purpose, 
the bankers withdrawing their money 
from it once a week to enable them lo 
meet the demands of their CUStonieTS. 

One day, at the close of 1071, Charles 
the Second being much distressed for 
mouey, and despairing of obtaining any 
from the House of Commons, declared 
in a private meeting with his ministers, 
that, if any of them could invent a 
mothod of raising about a million and a 
half pounds (seven and a half million 
dollars) without a parliament, he should 
hare the "White Staff," or, in other 
words, the ollice of Lord 'Treasurer. On 
tho following day Lord Ashley told Sir 
Thomas Clifford, in confidence, 'that 
there was a way in which to supply the 
King immediately with such a sum; but 
it was hazardous to put it in practice, 
and might draw a train of ill consequ- 
ences along with it, by inflaming both 
the parliament and the people." 

Sir Thomas was impatient to know the 
secret] "being bold and courageous, en- 
tirely in the Franch and Popish interest, 
and pleased with anything that might 
render the King unpopular with the par- 
liament." Therefore, so that he might 
discover the project, he plied, his lord- 
ship with wine to excess, and then led 
the conversation to the subject of the 
King's wants, when Lord Asjiley un- 
guardedly dropped the important secret. 

Clifford immediately took the hint, left: 
his besotted friend, and went directly 1 to 
the King. Arriving in the royal pres- 
ence, ho fell on his knees and demanded I 
the white staff, according to the promise I 
made. I 

"Odds fish!" exclaimed his majesty, 
"I'll be as good as my word if you can 
find the money." 

Sir 'Tli.umas then informed the King 
that the bankers had a million and a 
half pounds in His Majesty's Exchequer, 
which money he had an opportunity of 
seizing, by closing the Exchequer and 
refusing to pay them. 
The King readily agreed to the pro- 



ject; and at a privy council, held on 
January 12, 1G712, His Majesty being pres- 
ent, Sir Thomas Clifford proposed, "That 
as the King must have money to carry 
on the war against Holland, in which his 
honor was engaged, he knew of no other 
means at present than shutting up the 
Exchequer. He desired that none would 
speak against it without proposing some 
method more certain and expeditious." 

The King, after many apologies for Ids 
bold stop, declared that "it should only- 
he for the space of one year." 

In accordance with thisi proposition, 
Charles suspended all payments to the 
bankers out of the Exchequer, which wue 
considered one of the worst acts of the 
proiligate monarch's reign; and the re- 
sult was more disastrous than the act of 
his father, already recorded. This con- 
duet of the King filled everyone with 
consternation and dismay. Many hesi- 
tated m.t to say that the crown had pub- 
lished its own bankruptcy. The money 
thus seized belonged in point of fact to 
the trading community. The failure of 
the bankers was the natural result, and 
the suspension of tho usual weekly pay- 
ments, involved both them and their cus- 
tomers in one common ruin, and caused, 
for a time, a general susp;n>ion of all 
monetary transactions. 

Sir Thomas Clifford, for his services in 
the affair, was, according to the promise 
of the King made Lord High Treasurer 
and peer. 

Numerous addresses and petitions 
were presented to the King. But none 
of these appeals made any impression 
upon him or he worthless ministers. 

In course of time, the King stated in 
a private declaration, "that, although 
contrary to his inclination, he had been 
obliged to cause a stop to be made as to 
the principal money, he would punctil- 
io' pay it hereafter, and in tho meantime 
would allow six per cent, interest for the 
money"; nnd a public declaration was 
subsequently issued to the effect that let- 
ters patent had been granted, assigning 
a part of the revenue to the satisfaction 
of the dibt owing to the bankers and their 
creditors, and the payment of interest 
quarterly. 

The interest was paid for a few years 
and then suspended; when, after vainly 
attempting to influence parliament in 
their behalf, the unfortunate creditors 1 
were at hist obliged to maintain their, 
right before the Court of Exchequi r. 
The suit was protracted for above twelve 
years, when, in the year 1007, judgment 
was obtained again.it tho crown. An ap- 
peal was made against this decision by 
the attorney-general of the day, to the 
celebrated Lord Chancellor Souiers, who 
set it aside, although ten out of the 
twelve judges whom he had called to his 
assistance were of a different opiniou. 

The cause was at last carried by ap- 
peal to the House of Lords, by whom 
the decree of the Chancellor was revers- 
ed; and the patentees would have receiv- 
ed the amount of their accumulated in- 
terest, had not an act passed in 1099, 
by which, in lieu thereof, it was enacted 
that, after December 5, 1705, the heredi- 
tary revenues of the excise should stand 
charged witli the annual payment of three 
per cent, of the principal sum contained 
in the le tors patent — subject, however, 
to be redi emi d upon the payment of a 
moiety thereof, or £604,203. 

The reader will naturally be anxious 
to know tlie amount of the loss which 
lite bankers ultimately sustained in con- 
sequence of these proceedings. The ori- 
ginal sum stoppo! in the Exchequer, in 
107'J. was fl.328.52C, to which must be 
added 2"i years' interest at six per cent., 
£1,992,787, making a total of £3,321,313. 
Deducting from this sum the demand of 
the bankers, us fixed by the above act, 
it followers that their loss amounted to 
£2,(i07,050— nearly thirteen and a half 
m lliou dollars. 

The above sum of £001,203, appears 
under the name of the "King's debt," as 
the first item in the national debt of 
Great Britain.

ORE SHIPMENTS. 

Rossland July 7.— The ore shipments from 
the Le Rol this week show a considerable 
falling oil' from the average; only 2,420 
tons being shipped. 

On the Le Rol No. 2 group the electric 
hoist at No. 1 shaft Is now up and prac- 
tically ready to run. The new head frame 
Is all up In place and the old one removed 
and the hoisting facilities are correspond- 
ingly Increased. 

In the shaft of the Le Rol No. -1, stations 
are being cut on the 200 and 400-foot levels. 

The production of the Le Rol mine has 
been gradually exceeding the capacity of 
the smeller at Northport to such an extent 
that there Is now 25,000 tons of ore, easily 
worth ?400,tKK) in stock aud the hardest, 
[.art la, roasting nnd part finished. It has 
become necessary to create more yard room 
for such a stock, and a huge force of men is 
now engaged lu extending the yards. For 
this purpose the space occupied by the old 
grave yard Is needed and the city council 
of Northport has ordered the removal of 
all bodies from it. The Centre Star new- 
hoist Is now running and as the last car- 
load of the compressor has arrived, tho 
completion of the new machinery equip- 
ment Is In sight. On the seventh level 
of the mine, the drift Is being extended 
west towards the end Hue, and Is In a 
large body of high-grade ore. The develop- 
ment contemplated on the fifth level of the 
War Eagle has been completed, and work Is 
now confined to the sixth and seventh 
levels. On the sixth, drifts are extending 
west on the south vein and east on the north 
vein. The east drift has cut through n 
large dyke. The seventh level, the drift 
east, from the station Is 'completed and 
crosscuts are being made to reach the north 
and south veins. The mala shaft has reach- 
ed a depth of Go feet below the seventh 
level, and Is expected to be down on the 
1,000-foot level by the first week lu August. 
Stoplng Is to be carried on by contract In 
two places, one above the llfth and the 
other above the sixth level, the ore broken 
being stored in the stopes. | The diamond 
drill Is doing prospecting work on the sixth 
level.

THE WAR. 

The Associated Tress correspoiulent in 
Loudon is very impatient over the way 
things are being managed in South 
Africa. He thinks the war ought to be 
ended out of hand. TTis ill-temper is 
probably due to the fact that the fellow 
wlio invents stories about China has the 
oar of the public. We notice that there 
is a consensus of opinion in the tribe of 
writers, who cater tvr the taste of the 
Sunday yellow journals, that the British 
Empire is now absolutely helpless. Sev- 
eial months have passed since this. was 
last the case, and we had begun to feel 
lonesome in the absence of this old, old 
story. 

Meanwhile steady progress is being 
made by our forces. During the last 
few months tlie railway lias been opened 
from the C;ipe to Pretoria, tinder our 
control; also from the Cape to Bulu- 
wayo, and from Durban to Pretoria. 
Wo are also proceeding to acquire con- 
trol of the Netherlands railway, and now 
that: our forces are near Bethlehem, the 
branch of the Natal line coining up 
through Van Uecnan's Pass will shortly 
be in our hands. The whole of the 
Orange River Colony, except a portion of 
the northeast corner, is tranquil, and 
business is resuming its normal condition. 
The western part of the Transvaal is 
perfectly quiescent The burghers aro 
giving up their anus by the hundred, and 
many of the leaders are prisoners in our 
hands. This is a very satisfactory 
record, and there will be a universal dis- 
position among all people, except Asso- 
ciated Press correspondents, to believe 
that Roberts knows what lie is about. 

Notwithstanding the circumstantial 
character of the reports from China, 
there is still ground for hope that the 
worst has not happened in rekin, but 
that there may yet he a chance of the 
legations having been able to resist at- 
tack successfully. On the other hand, 
it will be remembered that the murder 
of the German minister was denied 
several times before it was finally con- 
firmed. The difficulty of getting news 
of what is happening is shown by the 
ahsolute ignorance at Tien Tsin as to 
the fate of the Russian expedition of 
12.000 men, which started out nearly four 
weeks ago for I'ekin. Seymour started 
about the same time, and had hard 
enough work getting back. 

TO OUR SINGERS. 

Victoria singers rarely have an oppor- 
tunity of hearing a true vocal artist. 
Usually the singers who come here from 
abroad are in the second grade, to state 
tin? case as favorably as possible, or 
they have passed their time of freshness 
and are becoming somewhat passce. 
There are occasional exceptions, but they 
are very few. Singing, that is amateur 
singing, plays so great a part in the en 
tertainment of our people that it is < 
public duty on the part, of a newspaper 
to make special mention of opportunities 
for our amateurs to observe the manner 
iu which really high class work is done. 
Lessons are excellent, but there i.s no 
educator like observation. 

These remarks are made because Mile. 
(Trchcllil Dolores is to sing fin- a second 
time in this city on Monday night. In 
this lady our singers will have the op- 
portunity of hearing one who exhibits 
culture of the best class. Listening to 
her one is impressed with the splendid 
training that she litis received. Ama- 
teurs will observe the excellent effects 
she attains by the skilfull handling of 
her breath, the vigor with which she at- 
tacks passages calling for strength of 
tone, the shading of the voice in keeping 
with the sentiment of the words and the 
dramatic force, which, though never ob- 
trusive, emphasizes the meaning of both 
composer and author. One may hear the 
same thing in really good opera, but in 
such performances the movement of the 
piece, the stage effects ami to some ex- 
tent the interest in the plot takes away

It is. somewhat exceptional 
to refer to a person who sings for pay 
in thin fashion, hut we do so, as we have 
said, in the interest of our city amateurs, 
and if it is a good advertisement for the 
talented lady mentioned, we have the sat- 
isfaction of knowing that if any one is 
induced by it to go and hear her, they 
will thank us for directing their atten- 
tion to the matter. 

LI HUNU OHANG. 

The eyes of the civilized world aro once 
more directed towards that venerable 
Chinese statesman, whose name has been 
regarded as representative of what is 
best in Oriental institutions. Li Hung 
Chang is now seventy-eight years of age, 
and at a time when most men desire rest, 
he is likely to he called upon to 
grapple with ns difficult a problem as 
ever presented itself for solution. He 
seems to be looked upon as the only bul- 
wark against chaos in China, and what 
this would mean is beyond comprehen- 
sion. iOverything connected with such a 
man is therefore of interest. 

In descent Li Hung Chang is pure 
Chinese. He is of the ancient race that 
established a system of civilization 
Eastern Asia centuries before Genghis 
Khan or Tamerlane came out of Central 
Asia with their hordes of Tartars, or Uie 
Manehus came down from the North 
In person he is a line specimen of physi 
cal manhood, standing six feet tw< 
inches in height, and well cared for. lit 
is intelligent, well informed and remark 
ably discerning. His critics say that In 
is not very scrupulous according to 
Occidental ideas of morality, and that 
everything of a public character with 
which he has had to deal has brought 
grist to his mill, so that he is now con 
sidered to be one of the richest men in 
the world. lie has gained distinction as 
a soldier and a diplomat. He is unque 
tionably one of the greatest men of the 
age. He appears to appreciate thor- 
oughly the advantages'' of European 
civilization, and is by no means averse 
to the Christian religion, but he under- 
stands his own race, and, while ready to 
assist in its progress along these lines, is 
not willing that the advance shall be so 
rapid as to antagonize national preju- 
dices, or that changes shall be made he- 
fore there is a reasonable prospect that 
the people will adapt themselves U 
them. lie is highly patriotic, the rult 
of his diplomacy being: "Let us usi 
foreigners, not let foreigners use us." 

He fust came into prominence in 1S50. 
being then twenty-eight years of ago 
The Tat Ping rebellion wns then tit its 
height, assuming serious proportion 
and Li organized a lOrco to defend the 
Emperor. This rebellion was one of the 
most remarkable on record, It had its 
origin in the failure of Hung Tse Chuen, 
the son of a Cantonese farmer, to pass 
a civil service examination. The failure 
so rankled iu the young man's mind that 
he abandoned the religion of his unces 
tors, declared for monotheism, and 
claiming to have received a divine com 
mission in a vision, declared that he was 
set apart to be the Emperor of China. 
The rebellion was not subdued until 
lfru'o, and then largely through the in 
strumentality of " Chinese " Gordon. It 
is estimated that twenty millions of 
people lost their lives, either in battle or 
through rapine, during the fifteen years 
in which it was iu progress. The de 
structiou of property was incalculable. 
During this trying period Li had many 
opportunities to display his abilities, and 
although at one time Gordon declared 
his intention of shooting him at sight, 
because of a gross breach of faith 
towards the Tai l'ing lenders, whom he 
slew after they had surrendered on Uie 
strength of Gordon's promise that no 
harm should be done them, he gained 
nitich honor at the hands of his imperial 
master. His occupation with the re- 
bellion prevented him from having any- 
thing to do with the war of 1860, when 
I'ekin was taken by an Anglo-French 
force. 

in 1S70 Li was called from the gover- 
norship of an interior province to accept 
the viceroynlty of Pe-Chi-Li, the part of 
China in which the present disturbance 
is taking place. The map printed in 
to-day's Colonist is of the principal 
portion of Pe-Chi-Li. This province has 
an area of about 58,000 square miles, 
and a population approximating 30,000,- 
000. Ill area and population it may be 
compared to England and Wales. Li 
remained viceroy of this province for 
twenty-live years, during which time he 
conducted the negotiations with Marquis 
Ito after the close of the war with Japan, 
Although he obtained terms for his coun- 
try that were exceedingly favorable, in 
view of the complete overthrow of the 
Chinese army by Japan, this did not pre- 
vent him from receiving imperial censure 
and degradation. Later he was restored 
to favor and sent on his famous tour 
around the world, in the course of which 
he attended the coronation of the Czar. 
After his return he was made viceroy of 
Kwnng-Si and Kwang-Tung, an honor- 
able and influential position, hut not such 
ns to give him a voice in the imperial 
councils. 

If bo accepts the task of overthrowing 
the Boxer rebellion, he will have to 
grapple with an undertaking that i.s diffi- 
cult enough, although a t present it is not 
as formidable as was that of the Tai- 
Pings, so far ns its dimensions go; but 
the work will be more arduous, because, 
while that movement was solely against 
the imperial house, this one is directed 
against foreigners, and the imperial 
troops are taking part iu it. It may be 



mentioned that history is only repeating 
itself in China, for over and over again 
the country has been torn by domestie 
and foreign wars, that have claimed their 
millions of victims. Nor must it. be 
supposed that China has always been, at 
the mercy of invaders, for Kublai Khan 
seven centuries ago was able to free the 
country from a foreign yoke, overthrow 
the uriuies of Japan, and reduce the 
Grand Dukes of Russia to the condition 
of feudatories. China presents an in- 
comprehensible problem. 

LEVIATHAN. 

What was Leviathan, referred to in the 
41st chapter of the Book of Job? The 
encyclopedias say it was a crocodile, but 
after one has read the chapter and the 
last ten verses of that immediately pre- 
ceding, he may be excused for thinking 
that the author of the masterly poem 
was describing -something very much 
more extraoi liuary. The 40th chapter 
ends with a reference to Behemoth, 
which is described by the tremendous 
phrase, "The chief of tho ways of God." 
Some say that Behemoth was an ele- 
phant, or others claim be was a 
rhinoceros or hippopotamus, but neither 
animal suits the description. Not much 
is told of Behemoth. It is Leviathan 
which excites the poet's wonder. After 
describing his mighty characteristics, 
the writer says, "Ho is a king over all 
the children of pride." 

hi the Talmud and other ancient writ- 
ings, stories of Leviathan are preserved. 
These, like many another tale of olden 
time, have been called myths, the crea- 
ture being regarded ns a mere fiction of 
tho imagination. Our grandfathers had 
no reason to suppose that any animal ex- 
isted of which it could be said, "His 
bones are ns strong pieces of brass, his 
bones are like bars of iron," or, "When 
he raise th himself, the mighty are 
afraid," or, "He maketh a path to shine 
after him; one would think the deep to 
be hoary. Upon earth there is not his 
iike, who is without fear." To claim that 
such language was applied to a crocodile, 
which can be scared from a boat side by 
the sploshing of tin oar, is absurd. In 
the course of the last half century, geo- 
logy has come to our aid and shown that 
at one time animals did exist which 
might be so described. They are ex 
timet now, but their remains are often 
found, testifying of their vast size and 
terrific power. It seems impossible to 
reach any other conclusion than that the 
writer of the' Book of Job knew of 
these prehistoric creatures, which, how- 
ever, cease to be prehistoric, if this sug 
gestion is correct. 

The antiquity of this hook is unknown. 
Modern critics are disposed to thinl 
from the literary style of the. work, that 
it was reduced to its present form about 
twenty-seven centuries ago. The Talmud 
makes it pre-Mosaic. All that can 1 
said of it is that it may be the most an- 
cient extant product of human intelli 
gence. Possibly its form has been 
changed several times. In being handed 
down from generation to generation for 
an indefinite period, it may have been 
greatly altered from the original, but now 
that we have reason to think that man 
was contemporary with the extinct ani- 
mals of the Tertiary period, there is no 
serious obstacle in the way of believing 
that the story of Job, with its lofty con- 
ception of the Deity and its views of 
mankind, was the product of a period, 
far more ancient than any recorded on 
papyrus roll or graven tablet. If this 
view of this remarkable book is correct, 
we have in its pages preserved for un- 
counted centuries the belief of man in the 
existence of an overruling Providence and 
a God who is omnipotent. In the face 
of this, the' infidelity of to-day seems 
very paltry 1 . The universal verdict of 
mankind counts for mure than any one's 
opinion.

DISHWASHING. 

Woman's Greatest Drudgery Near Its 
End. 

Few women have the courage after din 
nor, when the day Is done, to wash dishes 
That I.s drudgery. It means putting the 
cups and saucers, plates, platters and vege 
table dishes Into a big pan of hot suds 
rubbing them with a dish cloth, setting 
them to drain, and wiping each piece with 
a towel. Noah's wife's dishes were clean 
ed In the same way, and very probabl} 
Noah's wife lamented her reddened and 
roughened hands ns the wives of less dis- 
tinguished men have done ever since. Pro! 
ably, too, she found that her best piece 
of tableware got scratched In the proces 
or slipped out of her soapy hands and 
smashed to bits. It Is not likely though 
that she bothered her head much about 
the condition of the dish cloth or the dry- 
ing towels. Living as she did In that mono 
gerle, she could hardly be blamed for not 
keeping everything sweet. If any of her 
daughters bad bothered their hearts much 
either it had been to mighty little purpose, 
seeing that they have not generally Improv 
ed the process. Men that keep hotels, 
though, being able to get only the lowest 
class of help to wash dishes— what a com 
meut that Is upon us men that expect tho 
wives of our bosom to do such work— found 
that the hill for broken china was ruinous. 
Guests Insisted upon being served upon line 
porcelain, and refused to oat from slabs 
of Ironstone, so some way out had to be 
found. A machine was Invented, capable 
of being opernted by anybody, and that 
could be trusted to wash thoroughly, rln 
and dry the most delicate ware without 
chlpptige or breakage, all at the rate of 
0,000 pieces an hour. Think what nn army 
of dish M-nshers such a machine would dis- 
place, and what an economy It must be! 
For not only Is the hotelkeeper rid of the 
necessity of giving standing room and sub 
slstence to that army, hut of providing 
captains and generals for It, and of endur 
Ing the damage that It must Inflict upan 
friend and foe alike, after the fashion of all 
armies. 

The dishes are collected and scraped and 
then dropped Into wire baskets with wood- 
en Interiors so arranged mat the dishes 
stand on edge without touching each other. 
Pitchers, cups, howls and the like go Into 
tho centre. The basket Is lowered Into the 
washing tank, where hot suds, mixed with 
air, so as to present thousands of shnrp 
cutting edges, are driven against the dishes 
with tremendous rapidity and force. They 
arc washed In twenty seconds. A trolley 
carries the basket to the rinsing tank 
where two souses take off the soapsuds 
They drain and dry from tho heat they 
have absorbed from the rinsing water. 
China and silverware thus treated always 
look brighter and newer than If washed 
by band.— Frederic J. Nash, In Ainslees.

Enstern Men to Try a New Fishing 
Experiment. 

W. C. Mitchell, a son of the late Hon. 
Peter Mitchell, is registered at the Now 
England.

Goes to Join Squadron in China 
—Will Tartar Carry 
1 roops. 



Rumors That the Militia Will 
Mobilize For Garrison 
Duty? 



H. M, S. Arethusa, Capt. James 
Startin, It. N.. is to sail for China to join 
the British licet in Chinese waters, on 
Wednesday or Thursday. The warship 
lias been at Vancouver to take part in 
the recent celebration, and returned to 
her moorings at Esquimnlt at 3 a. in. 
yesterday. She hud just made fast to 
her moorings when a jolly boat put off 
from the naval yard, and those in it 
brought despatches for the vessel's •com- 
mander. They were from Rear-Ad- 
luinil Beaumont, and were co ask when 
the cruiser could be ready to go to China. 
Capt. Startin thought she could be ready 
by Wednesday, and he so uotitied the 
Hear- Admiral commanding the North 
Pacific licet. lie then wired for further 
orders, which are expected to arrive any 
time, ordering the vessel to proceed on 
her voyage. 

Soon after the receipt of the Admiral's 
despatch, Capt. Startin piped down to 
the several hundred " handy men " below 
decks that " the ship will leave for China 
on Wednesday." The echo of the com- 
mander's voice had scarcely died away, 
when the sailors and marines began to 
cheer, and they made the vessel resound 
with their shouts and hurrahs because of 
the glad news that iliey were " to see 
service." The sleepers whose watch it 
was below were awakened by the cheer- 
ing, and, rubbing their sleep-bleared 
eyes, wanted to know if bid Kruger had 
been captured. 

" No, it's 11 bloomin' sight better than 
that," said one of the Uatfcct in blue, 
and echoed the " turkey "—he with the 
red stripes—" bliffi'e ir it ain't." "We're 
goin' to Chiner," said a number, and the 
sleepers joined in the cheering. 

Joy reigned supreme on the ship. AH 
were glad that they were going to help to 
wipe something off a slate across the 
Pacific, and in all British Columbia it 
would have been difficult to find a hap- 
pier 308 men. Their joy at the prospect 
of going to where there was fighting to 
be done made them happy during the 
whole day, even though the ship was to 
be coaled. 

It is seldom that a warship is coaled on 
a Saturday, and very seldom— in fact 
only i» cases of urgency— that a vessel is 
coaled before entering the dry-dock— for 
the Arethusa is to go into the dry-dock, 
ghe is to go In this morning, according to 




I the -present programme, to clean and 
I paint her bottom, which has tile accumu- 
lation of nine months' sea-growth, which, 
were it allowed to remain, would greatly 
j impede the speed ol the cruiser anil 
I make her burn more coal than she could 
spare, for her bunkers will be well de- 
pleted before she reaches her new sta- 
tion. That no time is being lost in the 
work of getting her ready is shown by 
the fact that the present occupant of the 
dry-dock— the torpedo-destroyer Sparrow- 
hawk— is being lnunc.icd after being tem- 
porarily put in shape, before the work to 
be dime on her is completed, 1 
the Arethusa going in. Then, too, the 
dork employees are to work to-day— 
Sunday— which fact means that the work 
tn be done is urgent. No time is being 
lost, and on Wednesday morning the 
lighterers will have put the provisions, 
the shot, shell and ammunition — in fact 
all that the vessel needs— on board, and 
she will be ready to depart. 

Yesterday afternoo.i she was buried in 
a black covering of coal dust, and the 
greater portion of her crew were black- 
ened as completely as any artist of the 
burnt cork ever made himself. The coal- 
ing of a warship is not like that of a 
merchant steamer. The conveniences 
are not there, as on the majority of the 
merchant craft. The work of conling is 
not done with winches and trucks; it 
requires a goodly portion of the vessel's 
company, for the coal is handled, in the 
literal sense of the word. Many carry 
the larger lumps from the lighter moored 
alongside to the bunker hole, and others 
pass little baskets, like men in a brick- 
yard passing bricks. Clouds of black 
dust fly all over, and the guns and ac- 
coutrements of the vessel are covered 
with canvas for protection. A wall of 
ennvas is also hung to keep the coal dust 
fiom the poop and the officers' quarters, 
Inside the decks, though, are covered to 
a depth of two or three inches, and the 
men— most of whom wear uniforms that 
were once white — become as black us the 
ace of spades. And they were happy 
through it all— for they were going to 
China.. 

There were some 850 tons of coal in 
the vessel's bunkers before the work of 
coaling was begun, which would have 
done her for some time had she not been 
ordered to China, hut more was neces- 
sary for the long voyage. The bunkers 
were Idled with 15(1 tons more, and over 
200 tons are to be loaded on her deck. 

On board the Arethusa the common 
talk — which, however, has not the con- 
firmation of any official source — is that 
the warship is to convoy the Tartar, the 
0, P. it. steamer sailing soon for the 
Orient, which, they say, is to take out 
500 marines for service in China. The 
story of the marines on the cruiser is 
that the Tartar is to come to Esquimau 
on Wednesday afternoon, and together 
she and the cruiser an; to sail for Hong- 
kong. 

There nearest port to the scene of the 
present disturbance would be Shanghai, 
and in explanation of the fact that she 
goes to Hongkong instead of that port, 
the men of the Arethusa have a story 
to the effect that the admiralty have had 
telegraphic advices from the British con- 
sul at Shanghai, asking that ao warships 
go to that port, us it is feared that if 
any show of force is made there the Chi- 
nese in that neighborhood will make a 
descent on Shanghai. This is a story 
that is told by many on the Arethusa, 
and is given for what it is worth. Dike 
the report of the Tartar and her trooping, 
it has no official confirmation. 

A rumor which its going the rounds in 
connection with the Chinese crisis and 
tho despatch of British troops to the 



scene is one which affects no small num 
ner of Victorians very directly. But it, 
too, can not he confirmed, and therefore 
is only given for what it may be worth. 
i.ne rumor is to the effect that a com- 



munication has been nddressed bv the 
admiralty to the officers commanding the 
Fifth Regiment, asking what steps they 
can take towards mobilization, with the 
understanding that they are to take over 
the garrisons at Work Point and Hospi- 
tal I olut, in the event of the troops there 
being ordered to China. 

Major Williams, of the Fifth Begi- 
ment, when asked as to the truth of the 
rumor yesterday, said no word hud been 
received by him to that efTect. He did 
not think that any such communication 
would come from the admiralty, rather 
it would come from the war office. If 
it were necessary so to do, he had no 
doubt but what the Fifth Regiment could 
he mobilized and take over the garri- 
sons.

From National Review. 

In London the newspapers, with theic 
frantic headlines and descriptions, create 
a fever heat. The various editions keep 
people almost in a state of hourly excite- 
ment, the rasheet judgments are formed, 
and shams aro swallowed as gospel. Thus- 
public opinion remains in a perpetual fer- 
ment. Printed words seem to create a 
sort of delirium which, if uttered person- 
ally, produce a sobering effect. At Capo- 
town there is no exciting press; the dews 
dribbles out, and there is no sensational 
writing. Tile Cape Times appears every 
morning. It is impossible to be excited' 
over it because it produces no news at 
nil, or the scantiest news. Now and then, 
thoro is a belated Reuter. 

All the news of the war goes home 
first and is returned three weeks later, 
by which lime it is tolerably stale. In 
the meantime officers have come down 
from the front either sick, wounded or 
or leave, and have related prosaically all 
that has passed. The South African 
News is another morning paper, which, 
however, no self-respecting Englishman, 
would touch. It is a pro-Boer organ, the 
publication of which marks the amazing, 
not to say stupid, tolerance of the British 
government. Imagine any government 
which, being at war, allows a newspaper 
to he published within the sphere of its 
authority that prints a notice of how, 
volunteers may be -enrolled in the enemy's- 
ranks. This is what the South African 
News did by quoting a notice from a 
* I'ctorian journal, giving instructions 
how to join the Boer-Irish brigade. Then 
there is a fiery-colored evening paper 
called the Cape Argus, which, commenc- 
ing at noon, prints various editions dur- 
ing the afternoon. Sometimes it contains- 
a telegram from London reporting an in- 
ane question put in tho House of Com- 
mons.

Jofiepli Bonaparte Was Prostrated With 
Terror at the Sight of a Kitten. 

"Even royalty was not nnknown to Sara- 
toga Sftftags," writes William Perrlne, of 
the "Fashionable Summer Resorts of the 
Century, 1 ' In July 'Ladles' Ilorac Journal. 
"Joseph "Bonaparte, the ex-King of Spain, 
was so delighted with the humble hermit- 
age of 'Karliydt's' that he offered the old 
T>utchman Who owned the place twenty 
thousand dollars for it.

British. Columbians builded wiser than 
they knew when the; expressed genera] 
approval of the appointment to the im- 
portant ,post of lieutenant-governor of 
Sir Henri Joly do Eotbiniere in succes- 
sion to -Dr. Meluned. Besides sending tx 
gentleman who will add dignity to the 
position and conduct himself in his oili- 
c-iul capacity in accorduiiee with -strict 
constitutional practice, it is not at all 
improbable that his tenure -of ollice will 
be characterized by such useful sugges- 
tions as Will redound to the lasting bene- 
fit of the country. 

Sir Henri its an ardent student of ar- 
boriculture; and to thnt Xact is due the 
circumstance that the cultivation of the 
black walnut iis now a. permanent feature 
of forestry industry in. (.Quebec and the 
lower provinces. 

When the idea of the cultivation of 
that important manufacturing wood in 
Quebec first suggested itself to Governor 
Joly, he was pooh-hooed on all sides. The 
climate of Quebec was too vigorous, his 
critics claimed. But be .persisted in his 
idea, and to-day, at the Joly estate, near 
Quebec, upwards of 1,000 line tree 
tify to the wisdom of his intuition. 

The trees were grown from nuts ob- 
tained by Sir Henri at considerate 
trouble and expense. And it was only 
by a streak of Juck that. they came dually 
into his possession. The captain of the 
ship upon which the .precious hag • of 
nuts arrived was about throwing then 
overboard, whim the Governor arrived on 
the scene and claimed .them as his .pro- 
perty. It appears that the nuts, -when 
kept for any length of time, exude 
juice of most unpleasant odor; aud 
was this circumstance which placed the 
bag; in jeopardy. Luckily lor Quebec— 
and who may not say British Columbia'.' 
— Sir Henri arrived in time to prevent 
their being consigned to Davy J one 
locker. 

At the time they reached the Gov- 
ernor's hands it was late in the fall, but 
they were planted, nevertheless; and the 
arrival of spring, when an appearance 
above the sods was anxiously locked for, 
was eagerly awaited. They thrived, not- 
withstanding the predictions of the.petssi 
mists; and to-day Sir Henri at lSis Que- 
bec residence, rejoices in the _si>ectucle 
of 1,000 vigorous trees nourishing to re 
ward him lor his labors. 

In the opinion of Governor Jojy, the 
climate of Victoria is .peculiarly well 
adapted for the black walnut; and 
the lirst favorable opportunity— some 
time this fall— he will .plant some nuts 
and experiment in the .same direction in 
which he was so successful in Quebec. 
And be has no doubt of the outcome. A 
everyone knows, the climate 'here is far 
less severe than in Quebec; and there is 
apparently no reason .in the world why 
the walnut should not nourish here. 

That the success of the experiment 
would mean much for British Columbia 
goes without saying. Black walnut ex- 
ported from Quebec during the last few 
years has brought as hjgii as two dol 
lars per square foot, and the demand for 
it is constantly increasing. It rank 
equally in value with mahogany. 

Governor Joly for many years has been 
a close student of forestry preservation; 
and chiefly because of his efforts the Can- 
adian Forestry Association, of which .he 
is president, was established. There nro 
branches in each of the various prov 
iuces. The object of the association is 
primarily to prevent the destruction of 
the forests by fires; and the work of the 
society has been eminently successful in 
the Eastern provinces. Forest rangers, 
paid partly by the holders of timber con- 
cessions and by the government, patrol 
the various sections and attend to the 
suppression or the lires wherever they 
may occur. The suggestions which Sir 
Henri is in a position to make on tins 
subject regarding much-needed regula 
tions in British Columbia cannot but 
prove of the utmost value. 

Another matter of public .interest to 
which the Governor has given much at- 
tention is the desirability of .the adop- 
tion by Canada of the metric system— 
now in use throughout .the civilized 
world, with the exception of Great Brit- 
ain and the colonies. 

As chief of the branch of the depart- 
ment of inland revenue .at fed- 
eral headquarters, Sir Henri had 
an opportunity of' intimately fam- 
iliarizing himself on this important 
question; and as a result of 
his labors and suggestions dn this con- 
nection, tlio British government .has seri- 
ously considered the inauguration of the 
system throughout the Empire. 

Sir Henri, it is needless to say, is a 
warm advocate of the system, believing 
it . to be much superior to that now in 
use in Canada.

Mr. Livingstone, in his 
well-known modesty, would hardly allow 
any merit to himself. The honor they 
had done him made it the proudest mo- 
ment of his lite, aud he could not find 
words with which to adequately express 
his sense of their too great kindness. 
The war had made nis task a diuicult 
one. English capital would scarcely 
look at new companies. The mining laws 
of British Columbia had the reputation 
in London of being the best in the world, 
the crown grant giving an absolute se- 
curity unequalled in any other colony;

Here Dr. Lucas, to the delight of the 
company, gave one of his inimitably 
comic Irish songs, with banjo accom- 
paniment. 

Toast, Mr. Pellew Harvey, whose re- 
ports had been invaluable to Mr. Living- 
stone in lus negotiations, nnd of the 
greatest assistance to the company's 
engineer.

Mr. P. Harvey spoke of the rich deposits 
of copper nnd iron on the coast of Island 
and Mainland.

Smith responded instil nble but tellingly 
humorous speech. 
Mr. Musgrave gave " The Ladies."

The 
same room without board will be 10 
francs a day, so the former arrangement 
is the more economical of the two. An 
ordinary fare on the omnibus is three 
sous, anil a ticket of admission to the 
Exhibition costs twelve sous, which of 
courso is good for once only.

SOLDIER'S LAST WORDS. 

"If I Die I Will Help the Maple Leaf 
to Live."' 

From Woodstock Sentinel Review. 

One of the finest things which we have 
seen in all the newspaper literature of 
the war comes from the pen of Garnet 
Odium, whose last leLt'.'r to the Sentinel- 
Review is descriptive of the march to 
Paardeburg,. and the fatal but glorious 
charge of the Canadians, in which a score 
o£ them went to their death and to im- 
mortal fame. Here it is. Mr. Odium 
writes: 

"The ceaseless rumble of the trans- 
ports at length is stilled. Tho heavy 
tramp of feet is silenced as the Jong lino 
of tired and thirsty men come to a. halt. 
Twenty-three sandy miles of veldt have 
been covered; but they know their er- 
rand, and are eager to press on. Small 
rations of coffee, biscuit and rum are 
served the men. Hark! Boom! Room! 
"I'is artillery! Watch the men now. No 
sign of languor or weakness. Every one 
is alert and active. No need of tho or- 
der 'shun.' Every man is in his place. 
Quick march! They step off, but their 
spirit cannot be hushed. Even as they 
marched, some to their death, many to 
suffer painful wounds, or tho loss of 
limbs or health, the laughter and mirth 
and light-heartednrss, almost careless- 
ness, resound along ihe lines. 'Cheer up, 
you'll soon lie dead!' one lad is heard 
saying to a comrade. 

" 'Well, if I am 'twill help this to live,' 
was the reply, as he touched the Maple 
Leaf on his helmet. That was his last 
speech." 

Here are words which should live in 
Canadian history, as the deeds which 
they record. "If I die, 'twill help the 
Maple Leaf to live" is the language of a 
true Canadian. It is the watchword, the 
battle cry of patriotism. It is the> pa- 
triot's version of the watchword of the 
Cross of Christianity. " He died that 
you may live." Were there ever nobler 
words spoken? Were there ever words 
that more truly express the feelings of 
Canadian hearts? In this case they were 
the denth song of a young ami ardent life. 
Could any soldier wish that sublimer 
words would be his last? "If I die. 'twill 
help tho Maple Leaf to live." This is 
tho spirit in which the Canadian boys 
left homo. It is tho spirit in which they 
marched to battle in many an action 
whicli has brought, new glory to British 
arms. It is the spirit in which they all 
fought, in which some of them died for 
their country and their Queen. It is 
beautiful; it is glorious. Brave boys are 
dead, but tho Maplo Leaf lives; and the 
British flag floats over new lands that 
will henceforth be the homo of freedom 
and of justice. The Maple Leaf has 
earned a place ou tho Union Jack. 



Mr. John A. Ewan, correspondent of 
the Toronto Gk>be with the Canadian 
Mounted Rifles, tells tho following amus- 
ing incident of the war at Kroonstad, his 
letter being dated May 19: 

War brings with it strange experi- 
ences, and not ail are grim. Among 
those which might bo considered as pre- 
senting the light aspect was the com- 
mandeering of the Grand Hotel by the 
officers of the 11th division. Myself and 
friend arrived at this unusually good 
house of entertainment early enough to 
secure the last vacant room. Shortly af- 
ter thin had been settled by the land- 
lord we received intimation that our title 
to the said room was being attacked. 
Col. Hamilton explained that the staff 
officers of the 11th division required the 
whole house. As there are 25 bedrooms 
in the houso and as there are two beds 
or more in each room, it was evident 
that this was a large order. There were 
four other newspaper men who had se- 
cured rooms, among them Lord Cecil 
Manners and Mr. Winston Churchill, 
both representing the aristocratic Morn- 
ing Post. We plebeians maintained a 
very stiff attitude— we had got rooms 
from the landlord and we refused to 
budge. Nothmg short of the might of 
the whole British army, represented by 
a corporals guard, could move us. The 
enemy were in a somewhat weak position. 
If we were deprived of our rooms they 
could not with any face leave the Morn- 
ing Post representatives in possession of 
theirs and they could not summon cour- 
age to deprive Lord Cecil and the charm- 
ing young- Winston of their little beds. 
There was nothing for It, therefore, but 
to allow us to stop. A guard, however, 
was put on the door, with instructions to 
prevent tho insU'Usion of further uncon- 
genial personages. Very early in the 
proceedings it wua fouud that it would 
never do to leave the landlord In charge 
of his own business. He was conse- 
quently deposed, aud the officers under- 
took to supply Ids place. Tho 11th divi- 
sion includes various regiments of 
guards, so that the gentlemen who un- 
dertook this experiment in hotel-keeping 
are tho very cream of London society. 
Indeed, that was tho only cream we had 
in the hotel and it coidd not be used for 
ameliorating eitlior. the tea or coffee. The 
first night under the new management is 
one long to be remembered. The sentry 
informed us in an. awed whisper as we 
dolled our huts in the hall preparatory 
to entering the dining.-room that we were 
going to have the honor of dining with 
the greatest nobles in. Britain. The 
committee of management had invited 
tho Duke of Westminster, the Duke of 
Marlborough and other lofty personages 
to dinner, and in presence ot these we 
had to snatch our little snack. 

Truth compels tho statement that our 
distinguished lioshs had not catered for 
us in the humdrum way to which we 
are accustomed. For example, there is 
nothing in the bread, line on the table 
but cake, and it will need a long train- 
ing to reconcile me to poundcake with 
soup. Neither were there any potatoes; 
that incomparable vegetable, without 
which no honest man's dinner table is 
complete, was not on our tabic When 
gently asked if we could get these some- 
what common luxuries, the waiter replied 
that there were none. I regret to say 
that I saw both on the Duke's table. Then 
there was an uprising of the common 
people and our conversations with tho 
waiter, intended for other ears, had a 
distinctly disturbing, effect on the con- 
vives across the way. Next night the 
prayers o£ tho commons were heard and 
we had bread and potatoes, yea, and even 
cabbage. On, tho whole, we have no 
reason to regret the timo when we were 
the guests of the nobility. Indeed, for 
my part, I think it is an exhilarating 
sight to see one of Britain's proudest 
peers lustily, swinging tho hell that sum- 
mons one to dinner. Of course, it has 
some disadvantages,, as I found on the 
night that, my bedroom candle burned 
out that I could not summon courage to 
go and ask the Duke of Westminster or 
ho of Marlborough for a substitute. 
Therefore, I went darkly to bed. I ought 
to say a. word in. praise of the manage- 
ment of the bar .by Major Richardson, 
Provost-Marshal of the 11th division. It 
is true, the people who were turned aw ay 
from the hotel, anil could not find a place 
lo get a meal, while a dozen officers 
monopolized, the biggest hotel in Kroou- 
stud, were disposed to talk about hog- 
gishuess and the pure impudence of some 
people, and this became so general that, 
after some four days London's finest gen- 
tlemen, wonf out of the saloon business, 
and allowed the landlord to regain pos- 
session of his own. 



THE FOX INDUSTRY. 

Bred On- Their Pells on the Aleutian 
Islands. 

Prom tin; Scientific American. 

The Alaskan and Aleutian chain, of 
ishujids stretch westward across tile Pnei- 
lic v almost to the mainland and Asia. 
Although they have been Amerioaui ter- 
ritory for a long time, they are seldom 
heard of, with the exception of the Fri- 
bylofC group, which are important an ac- 
count of the fur seals and the interna- 
tional complications which have arisen in 
connection therewith. Now, however, we 
learn from an interesting xepovt by 
Howard M. Kutchin, special agent for 
the protection of the Alaskan salmon 
fishery, that a new industry ts being car- 
ried on in these islands. Fox breeding 
for their pelts is assuming proportions o£ 
considerable magnitude on the Alaskan 
Islands, many of which {tare been leased 
for this purpose, and others have been 
appropriated without the payment o£ a. 
government yearly rental of $100 foe 
each island. There are now no less thai* 
thirty-five islands occupied by proprie- 
tors of fox ranches. 

A considerable portion of tho time oc- 
cupied by the cruise of the Perry last 
season was devoted to the work a? as- 
certaining the situation of the islands in 
use for the purpose mentioned, and in 
enforcing the regulations of the treas- 
ury department in relation thereto. The 
industry is still in an experimental stage 
and in many cases it is a question wheth- 
er the labor and expenditure may not 
prove a bad investment; but there are 
other instances in which proper business 
methods have been used where the re- 
turns will soon be adequate and promise 
Immense vrcfiis In the future. The foxes

Tbe original project wati to . propagate 
the silver grey fox, the- fur being more 
valuable thau that of the blue fox, the 
common rate for a pelt being $50 for the 
silver griAy -±u.d $16 for.,tho blue fox. The 
silvery grey is a comparatively forocions 
beast, . considering thes.- cowardly nature 
of . the.- spi>vies in general,, and is also 
much given to killing its young.. It has 
been almost impossible to domesticate 
this ..animal. It is, perhaps, more of a 
wolf than a iox in its instincts, and the 
breeding <>f them him been, practically 
abandoned, thero beiag,but a, single island 
where thvy are now to be found in any 
number.. 

TJiu biue fox is practically the only 
one which is bred, and it, is readily tam- 
ed, and with gentle handling soon be- 
comes so domestic iu its habits as to ac- 
cept food from the hand of its keeper. 
Neither of these is a distinct species, the 
biue f«s being developed from the white 
fox, while the silver-grey ami black comes 
from the red. The usual food is lish, 
either raw or cooked,, and corn meal 
mixed with tallow. 

Except for a couple of months in mid- 
summer the feeding is done throughout 
the year at the average cost of $1.00 per 
fox. Each of the islands, has from two. 
to three keepers for the fox ranch, ac 
cording to the number, of foxes cared 
for, and they spend their entire time, 
the year round, in the- work. 

The skins are taken from November 
20 to January 20, the method being, to 
catch the foxes in traps. All females are 
released after marking them. For each; 
six females one male fox is turned loose, 
the liuest. animals, being selected for 
breeding purposes,. The killing ngo. is. 
about eighteen months, although, foy. 
skins may be llad as young as eiglifc 
months, and if especially well grown the 
aniina!s. are sometimes killed at, this. age. 
The semi-domestieatiou of ths fui>bear- 
iug animals affords the only possible es- 
cape from th» early exterininatiqn, of n 
large, part of those species which now 
provide the most costly and. luxurious of 
wearing apparel. It seems reasonable 
to suppose that the Alaskan fox industry, 
in which $100,000 is now invested, may 
he the beginning of n g.wat and profit- 
able business, the islands of Alaska be- 
ing particularly fitted for the experiment, 
and. v.ery few of them are est the least 
value for any other purpose. It is 
thought by experienced; fur men that it 
might be entirely fusible to introduce 
the Russian sable uad otlwr of the more 
valuable martin species into Alaska fov 
propagation on the same lines as the fos 
experiment, and whatever the govern- 
ment can do in the direction of encourag- 
ing the development of fur wising, will 
lu> a stop well and wisely taken. In wio 
island bears are being raised, and the 
proprietor "of the bear range has a. dozen 
or more animals.

0?he Intercolonial railway is repeatedly 
referred to as an example <>£ government 
railways. The fact that the road was 
built by the government only after pri- 
vate enterprise, had refused to touch it, 
because of the infeasibility of such un 
•undertaking from a revenue producing 
Standpoint', is entirely overlooked, or 
purposely evaded by those averse to 
national ownership of public utilities. 
Built 6f necessity with the expectation ot 
an annual deficit, at length the road has 
ibecn placed oh a revenue-producing basis, 
•and for the year 1800-1000 shown a sur- 
plus of $120,000 after paying an expendi- 
ture of $1,304,400 for maintenance for 
ten months of that period. Till and in- 
cluding the year 1800 the road was run 
nt a loss, 155,000 being the last deficit in 
1800. Since then it has paid itts way. 

In connection with the Intercolonial 
railway Mr. Blair admitted in the Com- 
mons last week— an unususual thing for 
st minister to do— that the cost of living 
fin Canada had materially increased, nnd 
because of this the government wne justi- 
fied, in increasing the wage* of its rail- 
way employees by $175,00(1 in the ag- 
gregate, r'ra iseworthy it is, indeed, that 
the government, recognizing that the 
purchasing power of a dollar is less to- 
<lay than half-a decade ago, voluntarily 
supplements the difference to one section 
of fits servants. But what about the 
thousands of its other employees? An- 
other leaf might be turned and a lesson 
read to private railway companies. In 



award attachment, for in a fair-minded 
country like Canada public sentiment 
would prove just as effective as an order 
of the Supreme court.

The. great Chicago strike is practically 
ended and nobody has gained by the 
struggle. The strike commenced on Feb- 
ruary 5 and involved 00,000 laborers and 
2,500 contractors. The wage loss, or 
rather, the amount the men might ha.O 
earned had they worked, amounted to 
$187,000 a day. Tiio effect on the city's 
general business was extremely direful, 
many of the small storekeepers with 
whom the strikers ran accounts being 
driven into bankruptcy, while the work- 
ing forces of hundreds of commercial and 
industrial firms were materially reduced. 
Tho cud of the strike, as it is thought, 
was brought about by tho bricklayers 
withdrawing from the Building Trades 
Council through a misunderstanding with 
their allied c aftsmon. After taking this 
step they accepted (the bricklayers) the 
almost unconditional terms of the contrac- 
tors. 

* * * 

Another strike which is losing much of 
it aggressiveness is the St. Louis street 
railway strike, commenced on May 12. 
The company has been able to fill the 
place of every striker, but this does not 
mean a victory. Even the strongest 
friends of the company concede that the 
road must bo unionized iu the end. To- 
day the cars are running on schudeled 
time, but. it is computed that not more 
than H00 legitimate fares are paid per 
diem, so effective is the boycott, in which 
the strikers realize a stronger weapon 
than to violence. This boycott extends 
to every person who patronizes or asso- 
ciates with anybody who rides on a enr, 
who works for anybody who rides on a 
cajr, or who is related to anybody who 
rides on a ear. The cost to the city dur- 
ing the first seven weeks of the strike 
was $300,000 for sheriff's deputies alone, 
over 2,500 being on duty at one. time. 
In addition to this army of special offi- 
cers the street railway company paid 
$000,000 for guards and detectives. The 
business interests suffered to the extent 
of $25,000,000, while the company's loss 
in faros was $420,000. The wages which 
the strikers might have earned would 
have amounted to $320,000. • Meanwhile 
the strikers are running busses paralleling 
many of the car lines, the revenue from 
which pays about 35 cents a day to each 

triker. These busses in time will be re- 
placed by automobiles, a strong company 
taking advantage of the strike having 
given an order for 500 automobile cars 
to be used on the streets of St. Louis.

The municipal council of Glasgow, at a 
cost of $S5,000, has established a day 
nursery of 100 rooms, where mothers 
who go out to work each day may leave 
their children. The stigma of charity is 
removed by the payment of a small sum 
for the care taken of the children.

In 
addition to these a further device has 
been arranged by the engineer in charge, 
who will have at fitted after the skiiis 
have started running. 

The ore or waste having been hoisted 
on to the gallows frame on the skips it- 
is tipped into a receiving bunker which is 
closed by means of a pneumatic bin gate. 
Should the rock dealt with be waste an 
apron falls into position under the bin

the ore bunkers. The receiving bin will 
readily hold two or three -skip loads; each 
bunker will hold about 50 tons of ore, 
and iu this way the separate ores of the 
mine or the work of the separate con- 
tractors can be kept apart. On the low- 
er floor other trucks run under the var- 
ious bins, and will conduct away the ore 
or waste to the main bins over the C. P. 
It. track or to the waste dump. 

The ore bins are not as yet finished 
with the exception of three. These are 
the receiving and the two waste bunkers 
which are lined on the lloor and sloping 
surfaces with railroad iron in order to 
prevent the impact of the falling rock 
wearing out their wooden sides. 

The sorting floor is not as yet boon 
started and it is not as yet determined 
whether it will be- on the level of the 
top of the bins or at the level of their 
gates. 'Phis will be built out to the south 
of I ho headwords facing the city.

RAPID TRANSIT. 



It Has Become a. Necessity in Modern 
City Life. 

In a few years tin? whole of New York 
city may he undermined with railroad tun- 
nels and passenger subways between tun- 
nel stations and business blocks. As soon 
as the people begin to enjoy the Improved 
facilities, the demand for rapid transit will 
be too strong to resist. The cities that are 
foremost In this movement will become the 
object lesons of the world. Each city bus 
Its own peculiar conditions to meet, and 
yet' so many conditions are common to all 
that in time a kind of standard practice 
will be evolved through the experience of 
different communities. A recent Investiga- 
tion shows that of thirty-seven representa- 
tive cities In twenty-five different countries 
nil oyer the world, eight of the municipali- 
ties own and operate the street transpor- 
tation lines; four own the lines nnd lease 
them to companies, which operate them; 
nnd In three others provision Is made for 
municipal ownership at n future time. Tn 
eight of these cities passengers are allowed 
to stand In the aisles; In all the others it 
[°5 forbidden. Not only has the number of 
street accidents per thousand of popula- 
tion been very much decreased by modem 
methods of transit, but as the horses and 
mules have been graduall retired, the aver- 
age health of the community has tniich 
Improved. This Is probably one of th- 
many reasons for the redaction' of the.
